End Men and Specialties Give Variety 


End men possessed of unlimited pep and 
go, a large chorus, a variety of ss He 
and a crowded house made the Knights of 
Columbus minstrel show staged Tuesday 
night in the Town hall under the joint direc- 
tion of John P. Alexander and Robert P. 
Winters the most successful they have ever 
given. 

The rising curtain revealed a chorus of 
blacked-faced men, and women in dominoes, 
all attired in pierrot costumes of dazzling 
red and black checks with white, yellow 
or green ruffs. Six graceful pierrots in checked 
costumes of blue and white or green and 
white danced to the music of the opening 
chorus. This was followed by a succession 
of specialties including a colored sketch, 
“Digga Digga Do” by Bob Winters and 
Jimmy Darby, assisted by the end men, 
apparently just arrived from the wilds of 
Africa, the nimble clog dancing of “Chuck” 
Lynch, selections by the Clan Johnston 
quartet and duets by Bob Doyle and Cal 
Snell with string accompaniment. 


Each of these numbers was introduced 
by the dancing pierrots, 

Part two opened£with the introduction 
of the six end men in black and white pierrot 
costumes to the singing of “Blue Grass” 
by the chorus, and last but not least the 
interlocutor, Augustine P. Sullivan. Martin 
Darby “made whoopee” ably assisted by 
the end men, and Jack Winters sang “I 
Can’t Give You Anything But Love.” 

The next number was a vocal duet, 
“The Sweetest Story Ever Told” by the 
Jurnesky sisters of Lawrence with the “ Gypsy 
Love Song” as an encore. Two more end 
songs followed: ‘My Blackbirds Are Blue- 
birds Now” by Tom Lynch of Ballardvale 
and “Don’t Be Like That” by Arthur 
Lavery. The Clan quartet then gave two 
more selections, “Coming through the 
Rye” and ‘“Massas’s in the Cold, Cold 
Ground.” ‘Tom Darby’s end song was “‘ Down 
Where the Sun Goes Down”. 


“I Faw Down and Go Boom” by Phil 
Higgins was undoubtedly the hit of the 
evening. In response to the applause, he 
responded to encore after encore, singin 
his song in half a dozen different ways an 
with as many variations of horse play, each 
one of which seemed to please his audience 
more than the last. His spirit and good- 
nature was the more remarkable as he had 
suffered a serious and painful injury to his 
finger while at his work at the Tyer Rubber 
shop only that afternoon. 

Doyle and Snell gave another selection 
after which came the topical song by tate 
Darby to the tune of “ iT by Yourself in the 
Moonlight”. Another dancing specialty 
by “Chuck” Lynch preceded the last end 
song, ‘‘ That’s Her Now” by Robert Winters. 

The grand finale included singing by the 
entire company and another turn by the 
dancing pierrots. Interspersed with the songs 
and specialties were the usual jests levelled 
at the members of the Council and public 
officials.

READY FOR JURY SERVICE 


Andover League of Women Voters Will 
Be Represented at Hearing to Be 
Held at State House on Tuesday 


Members of the Andover League of Voters 
will manifest their interest in jury service 
for women by attending the hearing to be 
held at the State House next Tuesday morn- 
ing. Those who intend to go to Boston for 
this purpose should notify Mrs. Horace N. 
Poynter or Mrs. G. Milton Friese, and ar- 
rangements will be made for transportation 
by automobile. 


At the regular monthly meeting held 
Tuesday afternoon at the Phelps house, 
with Mrs. Horace Poynter, presiding, 
Mrs. Susan Walker Fitzgerald who has 
already spoken before the Andover League 
on jury service for women recapitulated the 
arguments in its favor. To her it seems as 
perfectly simple and natural as women’s 
other civic responsibilities. Jury service for 
women is already a reality in the District 
of Columbia, in twenty-one states in England 
and Germany. The best type of men are 
excused from jury service because of other 
duties, but women of the same grade of 
citizenship are at liberty to serve in this 
capacity. The percentage of so-called ‘dis- 
agreeable cases” is very small and the 
question of adequate accommodations for 
women jurors is merely a matter of brick 
and stone. In speaking of the hearing on 
Tuesday concerning jury service in Massa- 
chusetts, Mrs. Fitzgerald said it was a 
question what headway would be made 
against “the fntrarichedl inertia of genera- 
tions” but that as women accepted the 
protection of the courts, they should help 
carry on the machinery of justice when they 
were needed. 


Mrs. Fitzgerald, who is a member of the 
Special Commission on the Necessaries of 
Life, spoke on its work since it was organ- 
ized as an “emergency commission’’ in 
1920. She referred to it as “the people’s 
friend,” since there is no commission to 
which so many people go personally for 
help. This commission deals with problems 
of fuel. heating and housing, protecting 
the tenant from the landlord and the land- 
lord from the tenant, installment buying, 
and the financing of speculative buildin; 
of apartment houses. It has also conic 
a separ on the cost of living in Haverhill, 
Fitchburg and Lowell. There has been nothing 
sensational in the findings but the investiga- 
tion has had its value in steadying public 
confidence in these cities. 

Following the meeting tea was served 
with Mrs. R. N. C. Barnes and Miss Amelia 
Shapleigh pouring.

Punchard Seniors made a decided hit 
last Friday ty in presenting Shakes- 
peare’s Comedy of Errors as the annual 
ey of the first class, and the gathering 
with filled the Town hall testified to the 
quality of the performance with words of 
high praise. 

It is the first time in many years that a 
Shakespearian Play has been attempted 
by the ri school, and it was not an easy 
Me to do, as the wording and phrasing 
of Elizabethan times are so very different 
from the prec day, but under the able 
coaching of Mervin E. Stevens of the faculty, 
it went through without a hitch. 


The story is familiar, being of the difficult 
situations brought about by the mix-up of 
two sets of brothers, masters and slaves, 
who had been separated in babyhood by 
shipwreck. On reaching manhood, one of the 
brothers and his minion visit the city where 
the other brother and his bondsman are well 
known and the likenesses of the twins are so 
baffling that even in the last act the twin 
slaves do not recognize their own masters. 
Other complications arise when the wife of 
one thinks that her husband must be mad 
fetes (who is the brother) fails to recog- 
nize her. 


The story also concerns the paying of a 
ransom for the life of the father of the twin 
brothers, who as a merchant, comes to the 
city where one is well known, and the other 
a stranger, only to find that there is a trade 
war on which demands the lives of alien 
merchants if found, unless tribute be paid. 

The Abbess of the priory who gives 
sanctuary to one of the brothers when he is 
set ae by irate tradesmen who mistake 
him for his twin, proves to be the mother, 
who was separated from her husband, Aegeon 
years before by the shipwreck which parted 
the sons. The reuniting of the family comes 
as a happy ending, and the slaves them- 
selves find they have a fond fellow feeling 
for each other as they pass off the stage arm 
in arm. 

The slaves, each named Dromio, were the 
life of the comedy, and the two chosen for 
these parts, James Sullivan and James 
Scobie, were certainly winning selections. 
They danced about their masters, acted 
the clown or the craven as the situation 
impelled and kept the audience in laughter 
guessing which was which throughout the 


lay.

Can Andover Afford a New Junior High 
School? 

No one can properly propose any project 
requiring the expenditure of a large sum of 
money without considering whether that 
expenditure can honestly be atiorded. Can 
we afford to build a new Junior High School? 

There are three facts that lead me to 
believe Andover can afford it: 

1, A valuation of taxable property of 
almost $18,000,000. 

2. A debt of $486,000—certainly moderate 
for a town of the rank of Andover. 

3. A tax rate of $25.00, that ranks low in 
the state classification for towns in the same 
group. The 1927 tax rate of $25.50 ranked 66 
out of 79. There were 65 towns of our group 
having a higher tax rate, 13 having a lower. 

A consideration of the ranking of Andover, 
with respect to expenditures for school sup 
port, among the 79 towns having a popula- 
tion of 5000 or more, so grouped by the state, 
is enlightening. 

It must be freely admitted at the outset 
that Andover is not niggardly with her 
schools. For the past thirteen years, at 
least, the Town has pigs every school 
budget submitted to it. Last year 27 percent 
of the total town departmental expenditures 
went for the schools. 

Further, it can be pointed out that last 
year, in the group referred to above, we 
ranked twenty-first in the amount expended 

r pupil. We have held much the same rank 
or a number of years. This should be freely 
admitted. 

But, at that this ranking is somewhat mis- 
leading. We rank well in this tabulation of 
the amount expended per pupil, not only 
because we give pretty well, but also because 
the size of our enrollment is reduced by the 
number of boys and girls in the private 
schools of the town. Last year 385 boys and 
girls of school age were enrolled in the 
Briggs-Allen, St. Augustine’s Parochial 
School, Abbot, and Phillips. This situation, 
so different from that of the ordinary town 
has much to do with our ranking so well in 
the amount we spend per pupil. 

In such need as that of the present, how- 
ever, the question is not, “Do we give 
pretty well?” but ‘Do we give as well as we 
can?” How does what we contribute to our 
schools compare with our ability to give? 

Our valuation per pupil in 1927 was 
$12,438—that is, for each pupil in our public 
schools there was $12,438 worth of taxable 
property in the town, In valuation of taxable 
property per pupil, we ranked 9 in the group 
referred to. In the same year, from local 
taxation, we expended for school support, 
for each $1000 of taxable property, $7.11. 
This ranked us 71. Seventy towns expended 
more; eight less. 

Ninth in valuation per pupil. Seventy- 
first in expenditure. 

Now, admittedly, the reduced enrollment 
already referred to, advances our rating in 
the valuation per pupil. But it has nothing 
to do with our rating in total valuation of 
taxable property. In total valuation in 1927 
Andover ranked 23. In expenditure as noted 
above, she ranked 71. 

Nor is the ranking of last year unusual. 
The accompanying table shows that Andover 
has consistently ranked well up in her 
valuation per pupil and in her total valua- 
tion, but consistently ranked well down in her 
expenditure for school support in relation to 
her valuation. In short, in proportion to the 
money which she has, the town is able to do 
much more for her schools.

to the writer. He has seen it incubating in 
the minds of the school authorities for the 
last ten years. Every school report gives 
hint of it, and all the school activities clearly 
reveal progress toward it. 

That it marks “a new field in education” 
is too evident for Mr. Stott to deny. If, as 
he says, we have had “‘for six years a Junior 
High” so for an equal time we have “entered 
a new field of education”. It is because of 
this ‘new field of education’’, that Punchard, 
builded to care for 520 students, is crowded 
by a trifle over half that number; that the 
cost of maintaining our town schools has 
increased 327 per cent and that $4,000 extra 
every year is needed for “equipment”, 
and that every parent that can scrape to- 
gether an extra thousand dollars a yeee is 
sending his children either to Abbot or 
Phillips where no such “new field” is culti- 
vated and that now demands a new school 
building adequate for the purpose of this 
“new school” policy. Let us no longer blink 
the fact that the Andover public schools 
have radically changed their original policy 
to a policy that demands the reconstruction 
of our entire school space, that involves an 
expense far and beyond all school expenses 
hitherto demanded, and that this expense 
once entered upon has no logical limit. 

The main purpose of a Junior High, as 
announced by the psychologists who initiate 
and dominate the whole educational field, 
is to test both the capacity and the preference 
of children between the ages of eleven and 
fourteen. At this age the instincts and likes 
of children tend to take on fixity and before 
they harden into habit should be directed 
into proper and abiding channels. To do this 
trained psychologists are to be employed 
to test their mental capacity while their 
likes and dislikes are to be obtained from the 
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A real need in our schools exists. We have | scholars themselves. At the end of the sixth 


the means to meet that need. Should we not 
meet it? Should we not feel particularly 
bound to do so when it is clear that we rank 
far below most other towns in our group in 
what is done for the schools? 

In these letters I have endeavored to 
»resent the Junior High School .ituation, not 
in a partial way, but in its entirety. I have 
tried to make no statement that cannot be 
sustained, either by personal observation or 
by reference to reports. I hope only that the 
statements may be weighed for what they 
may be worth, irrespective of any other 
consideration. It is only so that the good of 
Andover will be served. 

It is Andover’s problem. They are Ando- 
ver’s schools and Andover’s boys and girls. 
It is Andover’s future that is concerned, Let 
us consider the situation only with the good 
of Andover at heart. If we do that, we can 
make no mistake.

A Peek Behind the Scenes 


We are grateful to Mr. Stott for his last 
article in The Townsman for by it the people 
of Andover are permitted, for the first time, 
to see the cords and springs that have moved 
the puppets of wood and cardboard in the 
marionette staged before the footlight for 
the last year or more. Hitherto the scene 
has been confined to the Stowe School 
building and the acting figures have repre- 
sented conditions there as not only pathetic 
but bordering on the tragic: The children 
confined within this school have been ex- 
hibited as victims of poison coal gas and 
disease germs from foul sanitaries, in danger 
of malformation of body because forced to 
use their lap for a table, unable to practice 
calisthenics without contact with iron posts, 
forced to face the light while studying, and, 
most pathetic of all, obliged to hang their 
outer wraps in “a dark closet”. Such has 
been the moving scene kept before the 
mothers and fathers of Andover for nearly 
two years, now, however, the public are 

rmitted to see the secret mechanism 
behind the outer show. The pathos and 
tragedy of the scene is now openly declared 
to have been necessary to prepare the 
public mind for the final disclosure. 

This hidden plan is now shown to be to 

rsuade the town to erect a new Junior 

igh school building. ‘This Mr. Stott frankly 
admits in his last article. At the same time 
he confesses that he purposely hid the ul- 
timate behind the skirts of a palpable need 
in the Stowe building “lest it seem that the 
town was to enter a new field of education.” 
Here we see the consummate skill practiced 
by those behind the scenes to befog the real 
issue. The actual need in the Stowe school 
has been kept before the footlights for nearly 
two years simply to prepare the soil for the 
planting of this new joe High school, 

ts appeal has been to our sympathy and to 
our fears: when these have been sufficiently 
intensified and eager for expression the plan, 
as now disclosed, has been to commandeer 
these accumulated fear and sympathy 
impulses to the building of their long-che- 


grade cards are distributed to the children 
on which they write what they prefer to do, 
The assumption that motivates this pro- 
cedure is that a child will do efficiently only 
what he likes to do. He is not to be held to 
any distasteful study, the study must fit his 
taste, never his taste conform to the study, 
both mentally and mechanically. They are to 
be discovered rather than developed. This 
tour of discovery is what characterizes the 
new school policy. 

Now since few children have likings for 
the same study or the same employment 
of hands, their diversity of taste calls for 
equal diversity of studies and handwork. 
Each individual must be studied as an 
individual, not as a member of a group; 
such is the latest pronouncement of psy- 
chology, such is re-echoed by our Superin- 
tendent in his report. 

The only argument that Mr. Stott urges 
for the new Junior High school is that other 
towns have them. This argument he drives 
home by a long array of statistics. Now if 
Andover has no wisdom of her own and must 
of necessity follow the lead of other towns, 
whither is she headed? For instance, shall 
we follow the lead of Somerville? My fourteen 
year-old nephew dropped in on me the other 
night from Somerville. He is in his third 
rear in the Junior High. Without making 

nown my intent I asked him to tell me to 
what extent the school authorities had gone 
to meet these varied and multiplying wants 
of the boys and girls. Let me narrate them 
in the order he culled them from his memory. 
Here they are: 

Studies—Mathematics, English, Latin, 
French, Spaniel Civics, Ancient History, 
American History, Geography, Bookkeeping, 
Typewriting, Drawing, Music and Physical 
Exercise. 

Accessories—Dressmaking, Cooking, Knit- 
ting, Crocheting, Tin-working, Wood-work- 
ing, Practical Arts, Basket-making, and 
making of Aeroplanes, (Already Andover 
has as many in number as these). 

Clubs—Current Event Club, Safety Coun- 
cil Club, Marshall Club, Student Council 
Club, Basketball Club, Paper Club, Dramatic 
Club, Science Club, Latin Club, Book-lovers 
Club, Study Club and School Sports Club. 

He regretted that his old building had no 
gymnasium, no cafeteria, no assembly 
hall and no swimming 1, but assured me 
that the contempla' new Junior High 
would provide these and many more of the 
pupils’ wants. Year by year Andover is 
adding new equipment and expanding all 
along these lines. All she needs is a “cen- 
tralized building” large enough, with equip- 
ment enough, and teachers enough, and 
money enough, and no town will overleap 
her “vaulted ambition”. Shall we not then 
throw the reins over the neck of our school 
authorities and let them, as Mrs. Zink urges, 
drive at their own sweet will; or shall we have 
the wisdom and temerity of Dr, Stearns who 
publicly declared his protest in these words: 
“We are running a riot in this country on 
fads and frills and nowhere more crazily 
than in the educational field,” or in the words 
of Secretary Hughes who recently declared

Pension from British Government May 
Come to Andover Family 


The story of a pension granted in 1660 
by Charles II in gratitude for saving his life 
when he was in danger from the Roundheads 
is of liar interest to Andover. A portion 
of it is now paid to Dr. Francis E. Walker, 
Na of English in the University of 
British Columbia, who is the brother of 
Dr. W D. Walker of this town. In the event 
of the death of the present beneficiary, it 
will come to Dr. Walker of Andover, if he 
still survives, or to his son, Tom. The story 
‘sas follows: 

The story of a King’s gratitude to an 
ayy girl who, nearly 300 years ago, saved 
his life is still being told by an annuity which 
to this day is being paid to a professor of 
English in the University of British Columbia. 

Semi-annually, the Canadian professor re- 
ceives £9 5s 6d from the British Government. 
Two elderly book-sellers in Vancouver are 
almost as interested in this ancient pension sa 
Dr. Francis E. Walker himself is. He always 
spends it with them. He browses about their 
shops hunting for copies of the works of 
sfeventeenth century poets or of the early 
English essayists.

While they scoured the country looking for 
him he sought refuge at the Pendrell house. 

It was to Elizabeth that he described his 
plight. She, of course, knew quite well the 
serious state of the country and the danger 
which she would be in were she to aid the 
fugitive and be discovered. 

But Charles was a handsome lad and to 
her he was the King. Kings in those days 
were attractive to English maids. She was 
greatly fluttered but also decidedly anxious 
to save him. 

To leave him hiding in the house would be 
to invite disaster. Cromwell’s men would 
hunt and open and prod every last nook and 
corner once they arrived at Bescovel. 

Elizabeth hit upon the thought of hiding 
him a in great oak tree which, with hea 
trunk and spreading branches, adorned their 
garden. So up the oak went Charles, who 
was to be the next King of England, and he 
stayed there the whole Le while Cromwell’s 
soldiers searched the house and the premises, 
It was a nervous business for him as he looked 
through the leaves at his belligerent enemies. 
In that cramped position he remained until 
night fell. Then Elizabeth Pendrell and her 
brothers told him how to reach the coast 
safely, and he escaped to France.

Penny Wise and Pound Foolish 


Human nature is a strange thing. 
When some one made the remark that 
truth is stranger than fiction, that per- 
son made no idle statement. Take for 
instance man’s great liking for squab- 
bling about small matters. One of the 
best examples of this may be found in 
our Town Meetings. The meeting may 
be in an uproar for the better part of an 
hour, with neighbors and friends in 
danger of inflicting physical violence on 
each other over a trivial matter involv- 
ing a few dollars, whereas, an appropria- 
tion amounting to over a hundred 
thousand dollars will be passed without 
even a discussion. The appropriation 
asked may be absolutely necessary and 
legitimate but surely it would do no 
harm to ask a few questions so that 
everyone may understand just what the 
situation is. 

In 1927 the article which caused the 
longest and most bitter discussion was 
the request for an appropriation of a 
mere $2700 for an ambulance. On the 
other hand, the article asking for an 
appropriation of $134,240 for schools 
was the subject for only one inquiry, and 
this because an increase of $435 was 
asked at the meeting. Appropriations 
for police and fire departments received 
somewhat more attention, but not in 
proportion to the amount involved. 
Incidentally the project of remodelling 
the Memorial Hall Library received 
attention more nearly due its impor- 
tance than any other article in the 
warrant. And all this in a highly ex- 
travagant year. 

In 1928 the chief topic of discussion 
was the Zoning Ordinance. Despite the 
fact that this article consumed a large 
proportion of the time and caused 
intense feeling, both then and for some 
time afterwards, the ultimate result was 


eee, 


indefinite postponement. Unfortunately, 
and to the everlasting discredit of the 
voters the Planning Board was not even 
given a fair hearing, and the remarks 
were mostly personalities and decidedly 
apart from the point. And this article 
called for no appropriation of money, In 
fact it asked only that Andover accept 
something for which money and time 
actually had been spent. Once again the 
appropriations for schools, this time 
increased more ‘than $9000, was voted 
with scarcely a nurmur of dissent. 

While on the subject of schools, it 
must be said that the expense of their 
upkeep is increasing at an alarming 
rate. This is true not only in Andover 
but practically every where. The “high 
cost of schooling” cannot be attributed 
to local conditions, as taxpayers from 
all sections feel the sting of this mount- 
ing expense. A solution of the problem, 
however, must be found locally as no 
results will be forthcoming if we wait 
for some other town or city to show the 
way. The voters have shown their faith 
in the members of the School Com- 
mittee by electing them to office. If the 
committee can in turn effect every 
possible saving in conducting this de- 
partment, that faith will have been 
justified. The task is not easy but the 
object is well worth striving for. 

To the voters of Andover: Take an 
interest in all expenditures of all de- 
partments. If there are any questions in 
mind ask the department heads in open 
meeting. It is not meant by this that 
“cranks” should become pestiferous, 
as there is obviously much that can and 
should be left to the men entrusted to 
the details of the departmental work. 
There should be no objection on the 
part of these ollicers, however, to any 
well regulated and sensible queries. In 
this way we shall have real, democratic, 
town government. 
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Arthur Hackett in Recital 

Arthur Hackett, tenor, gave a recital at 
Abbot academy on Tuesday night before a 
large audience. The concert was the annual 
“Samuel Morse Downs Recital”, and 
brought Abbot’s Centennial Series to a close. 

Mr. Hackett fulfilled all expectations. 
For an hour and a half he sang with an ease 
that was very deceptive. He gave a program 
that demanded great ability, but with the 
ease of a real artist. By the time he was well 
into his German group, Hackett was in 
superb voice and sang with a warmth that 
was glorious. 

The French group was easily the best of the 
evening. Hackett has the “flair” for inter- 
preting the French chanson, He sings with 
perfect diction and with the restraint which 
these songs demand. There was no hint of 
over sentiment; phrases were clear cut and 
simply delivered. Hackett elected to trans- 
late his French songs into English before 
singing them. 

The audience, generously responding 
to a plea for prompt arrival, was seated at 
eight o’clock, at which timte the recital began.

A Program of Negro Spirituals 

Negro spirituals were never better sung 
in Andover than in the program presented 
by J. Rosamond Johnson and Taylor Gordon 
in George Washington hall on last Friday 
evening. 

Mr. Johnson has devoted years to collect- 
ing and arranging these folk songs for the 
voice and piano and with the exception of 
two numbers,sone by Burleigh and a so- 
called “modern spiritual” by Barbour, all 
were arranged by him. The sweet tones of 
Gordon’s tenor voice were perfect for this 
type of music and blended harmoniously 
with Johnson’s deep bass, which vibrated 
like the tones of a bass viol. When Mr. John- 
son explained briefly the sources of the negro 
spirituals, he spoke in a quiet, cultured 
voice, whi¢h would not be unusual on the 
lecture platform, but when he sang it was 
with the voice of his people and with an 
emotional intensity which gave color to 
every selection. Many of the audience 
would have liked to hear his yoice alone 
in at least one number. 

The songs which drew forth the greatest 
applause were “Scandalize My Name” and 
“My Lord’s A-writin’ All the Time.” 

The singers were generous in their encores, 
adding to the program “Speak, Lord, Stand 
in the Need of Prayer”, “Bye and Bye”, 
“Joshua Fit the Battle of Jerico”, “Oh, 
Wasn’t That a Wide, Wide River?” and

Arthur Bliss, for many years prominent 
in Andover where he held the position of 
postmaster and chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen died at his home at 16 St. James 
avenue, Somerville, Wednesday morning 
after a long illness. 


Born in Marblehead on August 22, 1855, 
the son of Horatio Arnold Bliss and Persis 
Messer Morse, he came to Andover asa young 
man, attending Phillips academy in the 
Class of 1872.

Because of its fairy-tale nature, “The 
Dragon” is especially suitable for children, 
The Jitney Players have given this play for 
many boys’ and girls’ camps and for a 
number of schools including Harvard Uni- 
versity summer school.

REPORTS CAN BE MADE TO BOOST SALES 


The Problem Is for Retailer to Push Seasonable Goods When Weather Is Favorable and 
for Manufacturer to Push Goods Where Weather Is Favorable— 
Cold Wave Moving Eastward May Affect Easter Sales 


Babson Park, Florida, February 15, 1929. 
In his statement today, Roger W. Babson 

ints out the influence of the weather on 

usiness and how weather reports can be 
used to increase sales and to decrease selling 
costs. 


“A wealth of weather records have been 
[cts by the United States Weather 

ureau that may be invaluable to business 
management, but many executives do not 
even know they exist. The practical appli- 
cation of weather statistics is as undeveloped 
as the application of business statistics was 
twenty-five years ago. Weather is almost 
the determining factor in the sale of many 
lines of goods. To the retailer who is con- 
fined to one location the problem is to push 
seasonable goods WHEN the weather isfavor- 
able; the manufacturer or other national 
distributor should push his goods WHERE 
the weather is favorable. To illustrate; One 
blanket manufacturer has found that the 
best localities in which to get replenishing 
orders for blankets are where there has just 
been a week or more of unseasonably cold 
weather. This may be in Minneapolis or 
Tampa. People buy according to relative, 
rather than actual temperatures. 

“Seldom is there a time when all the 
country is unusually cold or warm, wet or 
dry. In fact, a cold winter in the Gulf States 
usually means a mild winter in northern 
parts of the country. In rainfall, the country 
sometimes is divided down the middle; 
the western half may have a dry season and 
the eastern half a wet season. Certain isolated 
localities also are found where the weather 
is different from that in surrounding ter- 
ritory. There is always some section in 
which to sell raincoats or blankets, electric 
fans or fur coats. The weather records can 
show the sales manager where these places 
are. 

Practical Uses 


“About a year ago a group of retailers 
in Boston got the idea of timing their ad- 
vertising and special sales so that the ‘ads’ 
would appear on days when the weather 
was suitable. In an effort to secure detailed 
weather forecasts a week in advance they 
secured the services of a skillful but inde- 
pendent meteorologist from whom they 
receive private reports. However, even with 
the regular public forecasts of the day ahead 
which the Government furnishes it is pos- 
sible often times to regulate advertising in 
accordance with the weather probabilities. 
Although these weather forecasts, daily 
or weekly, are not 100 per cent correct, 
they are decidedly better than chance, and 
are found to be of practical help.

“T also have been much interested in the 
study of weather forecasting which is based 
upon solar observations. Anyone who care- 
fully examines the work done in this field 
by Mr. Henry Helm Clayton must be con- 
vinced that the basic reason why some 
seasons are hotter or colder than normal is 
in the changes in conditions on the surface 
of the sun ‘tself, The Smithsonian Institu- 
tion for a long time has been measuring 
these solar changes, and Mr. Clayton has 
been correlating them to the wave move- 
ments in weather. 


Effect of This Winter’s Weather 

“An interesting phenomenon in weather 
has taken place this winter which has had, 
and will have important effects upon many 
seasonal lines of business. A slow movin 
fundamental wave of colder than norma 
weather started in the northwestern part of 
the country in the early part of December 
and has gradually worked eastward. This 
wave is of fundamental t and should 
not be confused with the shorter and more 
rapid waves that follow each other at 
intervals of a few days. Up to the first part 
of December practically all the northern 
half of the United States had averaged 
warmer than normal, Merchants in this 
whole area certainly had a difficult season 
for fall and winter , such as furs, 
winter clothing, winter sports goods, fuel, 
and other things which sell best in cold 
weather. On the other hand, sales of soft 
drinks, ice cream, milk, etc., were larger 
than they usually are at that season. 

“During December, however, in the 
extreme weat and northwestern area, colder 
than normal weather appeared. It spread 
over the states of Washington, Oregon, 
California, Wyoming, Idaho, Nevada, Utah, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, and South- 
western Montana. This was a long swing 
wave covering alargearea which undoubtedly 
had its origin in heat changes given out by 
the sun. All the rest of the country remained 
warmer than in a normal December, in- 
cluding even the most northern states of 
the country such as, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, and Maine. While merchants in 
the Northwest had a good December busi- 
ness in winter merchandise, merchants in 
the Middlewest and the East found the 
weather too warm for rapid movement of 
winter goods. 

“Then during the month of January the 
fundamental cold wave reached westward, 
covering the whole bars tt Valley. Lake 
Region, and as far east as Buffalo. In Decem- 
ber temperatures had averaged seven degrees

above normal in Minneapolis, 5.6 degrees 
in Milwaukee, three degrees in Chicago, 
four degrees in Peoria, three degrees in 
Omaha, four degrees in Kansas City, and 
eight degrees in St. Louis. Conditions in 
January, however, were entirely reversed 
and each of these cities experienced a month 
of severe winter weather. In some of them 
January was the most severe in years. 


“To the concerns selling winter goods 
in the above sections the turn of weather 
in January was a bit of extreme good for- 
tune even if it was a little late in coming. 
Sales of such goods immediately responded 
to the seasonal weather. The Atlantic Coast 
States felt some of the colder weather in 
January that covered the West and Middle- 
western States, but still averaged slightly 
warmer than normal January temperatures. 


Spring Weather and Business 


“The question now arises as to whether 
the advance of the broad cold area will 
continue to the Atlantic seaboard, and what 
is the outlook for Spring. The indications, 
I am told, are that colder weather is in pros- 

ct for the Atlantic States and that the 
Spring months this year will average colder 
than normal throughout most of the northern 
half of the country. 

“T realize that in the present stage of the 
work no weather forecast is absolutely 
sure, but the indications for the above pre- 
diction seem sufficiently convincing so that 
they may be taken seriously. It is significant 
that during the past seven months in the 
Eastern States the forecasts made on the 
same basis have been right six months out 
of the seven, Moreover, the approach of the 
fundamental cold wave which Fes advanced 
across the country was foreseen several 
months ago. 


“Tf we are to have a cold, late Spring 
over the northern half of this country it 
means many things to business and especially 
to retail trade. Easter, which really opens the 
Spring season, comes early this year any- 
way. This means that both merchants and 
manufacturers should plan energetic and 
aggressive advertising and sales canpelgns 
to overcome increased resistance that is 
likely to be encountered. Unseasonable 
weather of course is always a handicap, 
but is disastrous only when it is unexpected 
and unprepared for. If there is to be a late 
Spring, sales of spring goods will require 
more than usual amount of advertising and 
sales effort. Business by the Babsonchart 
is now five per cent above normal compared 
with just normal a year ago.”
